Agricultural ‘fairs 

ought to have a good season... * 
If one were asked to indicate 


briefly the factor counting for most] 


in the conduct of the average coun- 
try fair, he would be quite safe in 
choosing the attitude of the people 
in the surrounding district toward 
it, for this, after all, makes or: mars 
every effort relying upon public sup- 
port. 
number of men and women who are 
apathetic toward the annual fair 
and co-operate in it halfsheartedly, or 
not at all, can never hope to find 
the word ‘‘excellent’’ written on the 
judge ’s report. 


The first essential for success is] 


then, a desire on the part of a large’ 
number of residents to put their fair 
over. Granted this, the rest is easy. 
A satisfactory number of entries. in 
alb the major classes can be antici- 
pated and prepared for; the prelim- 
inary work can be divided up in a 


way that puts no excess on the 


shoulders of an individual or small 
group, and the entire program can 
be carried through with a minimum 
of friction and a maximum = satis- 
faction, 

The failure of a number of fairs to 
attain the high standard set by oth- 
ers can be explained by the lack of 
this spirit of endeavor among the 
people of the area the fair serves, 
but if it be desired to canvass the 
situation thoroughly it is necessary 
to find out why residents of these 
districts no longer look upon their 
fairs with favor. 

It may be too many agricultural 
efairs are held. Distance means lit- 
tle nowadays, and while a farmer 
and his family can hop into their 
car and in an hour or two be at one 
of the larger exhibitions, ‘they may 
have little to do with the local en- 
deavor. Several of the best class 
‘*G’? fairs in both provinces are held 
in districts removed by -ome miles 
from railways. The attendance at 
these is practically one hundred per 
cent., and keenest interest is taken 
in every event on the program. On 
the other hand there are held yearly 
in both Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
in close proximity to large cities, sev- 
eral fairs of the highest possible or- 
der. The failure of certain small 


fairs cannot consistently be found in |, 


the argument that they are too close 
to langer centres. 

Possibly one of the best methods 
of examining this question is to con- 
sider a few phases of the conduct of 
a few of the more successful small 
fairs, There are several definite ex- 
amples which can be taken, and it 
may be the policies adopted by the 
officers of these are the keynotes to 
a satisfactory showing in the pres- 
ent day. 

In the first place, it is to be noted 
that the fairs meeting with the most 
success are very definitely ‘‘agri- 
cultural’’ fairs. 

Working upon the presumption 

that if you can interest the younger 
men and women, you can count on 
the support of the older folk, several 
of these organizations are making a 
feature of ‘boys’ and girls’ classes 
in a large number of divisions. There 
is no attempt to encroach upon the 
territory of the school fair; in fact, 
in practice it seems to be that the 
young people just past schoo) age 
are those who enter these clasises, 
the younger ones are content to 
await their day later on. This 
undoubtedly makes supporters of 
many who would otherwise be with- 
out recognition by either onganiza- 
tion. 
Stock judging competitions create 
an interest which can be obained in 
no other way. These are assumed to 
be the field of the juniors, but one or 
two fairs have found them to be of 
value when extended to included men 
ad women as well. The practice in 
some casi#s has been to hold two 
events of this kind, one for the young 
and the other for thcse over 20 
years. When properly conducted, they 
are a never failing stimulant to in- 
terest in the placing of the stock 
classes, and if it is arranged that the 
person placing the competition class, 
duly qualified, of course, give a re- 
view of the animals and his reasons 
for placing them as he did, this ev- 
ent can be of considerable value to 
those participating. 

A number of fairs are finding it 
an advantage to have their judges 
give verbal reasons as each class is 
judged. It would seem that neglect 
to do this robs the fair of one of its 
most valuable educational features. 
It is within reason to say that this 
will occupy valuable time, yet the 
minutes so used are among the most 
valuable of the entire program. 
Judging is looked upon at success- 
ful fairs as the centre upon which 
the whole enterprise turns, and un- 
der no circumstances are counter 
attractions permitted while animals 
are in the ring. 

Obviously the management of the 
kind of a fair referred to is not per- 
mitted to rest in the hands of the 
president and secretary, however

A League of Na- 
tions came into being in 1921 to sub- 
stitute arbitration for conflict. To- 
day, 54 countries of the world are 
members. A score of years ago »uch 
a court would have been regarded as 
a dream impossible of realization. 

Today, world powers are looking 
forward to a great disarmament con- 
ference to ‘bé held next winter in 
Geneva. In 1919 the individual who 
advocated disarmament was consid- 
ered by the general public an absurd

visionary. 
Other disarmament conferences 
have been held since November 11, 


1918. Apparently they have not 
met with tangible success, But the 
situation with regard to the forth- 
coming Geneva conference indicates 
at least that they have been of ed- 
ucational value, even if the mass of 
the people seemed to take the earlier 
conferences very causually or to be 
ignorant of the fact that they were 
in progress. 

A great awakening has taken 
place. Delegates from Canada and 
the other countries participating will 
go to Geneva backed by a tremendous 
body of public opinion.

extreme necessity are not morally 


responsible if they break contracts 
waich they cannot keep without im- 
posing hardship upon their families. 
should any great number of Alberta 
pool members break their contracts 
under “pressure of necessity, prose- 
cut:an would be more likely to wreck 
the organization than to strengthen 
it. 

It might be better to meet the 
circumstances of hard-up pool mem- 
bers by baying their wheat, rather 
than compel them to pool the wheat 
at the risk of driving them out of 
the organization. As the taxpayers 
of the province are now responsible 
for the debts of the pool, they may 
be vitally affected by the decision of 
pool policy on this question.

With the Alberta aquatic champ- 
ionships set for Gull Lake on July 25 
with a full program of every type of 
water sport and two magnificent 
William Wrigley Jr. Trophies to be 
awarded in the provincial title swims, 
aquatic performers throughout the 
province ‘are now starting on a final 
spurt of intense training which will 
send them flashing into the clear 
waters of Gull Lake in perfect condi- 
tion. 

The program for the big water 
festival, just released by the Gull 
Lake Aquatic association, is one of 
the most complete and _ interesting 
that has yet been staged in the prov- 
ince, and entries are already pouring 
in from all parts of Abberta. As 
usual, Edmonton will send a powerful 
group of contenders for all the swim- 
ming, canoeing, diving and _ speed 
boat contests. Calgary, Banff, 
Drumheller, Lethbridge, Medicine 
Hat and Lacombe will enter teams 


which should assure championship 
performances in all events. 

Outstanding on the program are 
the one-mile swimming races for 


both men and women for the Wrigley 
trophies. These magnificent cups, 
which have just been received by of- 
ficials of the Alberta section of the 
Canadian Amateur Swimming as o- 
liation are masterpieles of the silver- 
smith's art. They are ‘or annual 
competition. 

In addition to the mile swims, the 
Alberta championships will be aw- 
arded in the 220 yard men’s evert, 
and the ladies’ 100-yard. These 
championships are authorized by the 
Caradian Amateur Swimming asso- 
ciation.

POSITION OF WHEAT POOLS 

Ths injunction granted in Sask- 
atchewan against the spending of 
pool funds in advancing the ¢c om- 
pulsory project is a temporary one. 
It will hold good only until October, 
when there will be another hearing. 
Whether it is then sustained or not, 
it is a mistaken policy that the di- 
rectors of the co-operative organiza- 
tion have pursued. The result has 
been to alienate many of its hitherto 
loyal members who were anxious to 
have it succeed on a voluntary basis 
but were strongly opposed to trying 
force all the farmers cf the province 
to market their product through the 
pool. 


The movement to that end has 
been no small factor in weakening 
the whole co-operative enterprise, 


though the course that the market 
has taken and the realization that 
serious administrative mistakes were 
made in 1929 are mainly responsible 
for the change that has taken place 
in its prospects, A decision will 
soon have to be reached in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan as to the policy 
to be pursued in marketing this 
year’s crop. It is evident that the

other provinces. The directors of the 
U.F.A. constituency association for 
Camrose have decided that it would 
be intolerable to enforce the contract 
while prices are so low and that the 
farmer ‘‘should be paid full market 
price for his wheat on the day of 
delivery.’’ At the same time they 
resolved not to advocate the estab- 
lishment of a whe-‘ board. 
Whatever is the w!-> course for the 
voluntary organization to adopt un- 
der prevailing conditions, it would be 
ill-advised to throw its support to 
the farm board idea. The experience 
of nine years ago is convincing on 
that point. When the attempt to 
establish the board did not succeed 
then, after the necessary legislation 
had been passed, there is no reason 
to believe that the result would be 


different now. In any case, it is 
clear that the move would not be in 
the interests of either the wheat 
growers or of the country at large.
